fired the first shot of the w ar at ti 
o’clock on the morning of a recon* 
day at a German working party. 
T here has been interm ittent artil­ 
lery fighting since 
Helm* ted in­ 
fantry m arched in without knowl­ 
edge of the enemy on the same 
night through rain and rand. 
The 
French welcomed them enthusias­ 
tically. The neai«ct enemy trench 
is several hundreds 
yards away. 
The sector is one of < . e quiestest on 
the front and has not been taken 
over, being under 
control of the 
French.

Americans 
have 
shelled 
German positions and troops, the 
enem y sending shell for sh e ll The 
first shell case will be sent Presi­ 
dent Wilson. The case is now in 
possession of General Sibert.
